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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not pursuasive. In 
response to the argument with respect to claim 13, Kato teaches an endoscopic adjusting circuit including a timing adjusting section (Fig. 
15, 36) for performing timing adjustment of the drive signal by receiving (via 16) and thereafter delaying the drive signal generated by the 
drive signal generating section (22) in accordance with a delay time and transmitting the delayed drive signal to the solid state image pick- 
up device (20) (from 36 to 38 to 40 to 34 to 22 to finally 20), thereby adverse effect of delay and deterioration of signal during transmission 
through the signal line are compensated for irrespective of variations of the length of the signal line and with a simple construction (col. 2, 
lines 5-12). 

As per Applicant's argument with respect to claim 14, Nakamura et al's video processing circuit and Kato's adjusting circuit appears to be 
disposed in an operation section arranged close to a proximal end of the insertion section (see last Office action). Therefore, it would have 
been considered obvious design choice to place the video processing circuit and the adjusting circuit to be disposed in an operational 
section arranged at a proximal end of the insertion section for better utilization of the endoscope structure. 

Furthermore, merely changing a location of an apparatus and/or a device such as a video processing circuit and/or an adjusting circuit 
does not hold much of patentable weight, especially when the simple location change of the apparatus/device does not produce an 
unexpected result, see In re Japikse, 86 USPQ 70 (CCPA 1950). 
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
